Washington, May 20.-—In its cam­ 
paign to stimulate interest in regis­ 
tration June 5 for the war army the 
W ar Department today issued a mem­ 
orandum emphasizing the seven c a r­ 
dinal points to de remembered, par­ 
ticularly by men between the ages of 
21 to JO. inclusive, who will be re­ 
quired to register. 
The memoran­ 
dum follows: 
I There is only one day for regis­ 
tration, June o, 1917. 
2. Every male resident of the Unit­ 
ed States who has reached his twenty, 
ffrst and has not reached his thirty- 
first birthday must register on :he 
day set, June 5, 1917.

ceptions are persons in the military 
or naval service of the United States, 
which includes all officers and enlist­ 
ed men of the regular army, the reg­ 
ular army reserve, the- officers’ re­ 
serve corps, the enlisted reserve corps, 
the 
national 
guard and national 
guard reserve recognized by the Mil­ 
itia Bureau of the W a r Department: 
the navy, the Marine corps, the coast 
guard and the naval militia, the nav­ 
al reserve force, the marine corps re­ 
serve and the national voianteers. re­ 
cognized by the Navy Department. 
3. Registration is 
distinct 
jrom 
draft. 
No matter what just claim 
you have for exemption, you must 
register. 
4. R egistration ie a public duty. 
For those not responsive to the sense 
of this duty the penalty of imprison­ 
ment, not fine, is provided in the 
draft act.

Spring Foods. 
The Importance of teaching chil­ 
dren to eat and enjoy vegetable food 
is a*most important one for all moth­ 
ers to consider. 
Vegetables add bulk 
to the food, holding foods In such 
manner that the digestive juices have 
free access. 
Vegetables contain val­ 
uable mineral matters which are in­ 
estimably 
valuable 
to 
the 
growing 
child, in fact indispensable to a good 
body structure of bones and muscles. 
The mineral m atter keeps the blood 
in good balance, supply elasticity to 
the blood vessels and do many other 
things to the functioning of the body. 
The combination of spinach, carrots, 
an onion or two with a little celery 
all cooked together is a most satisfac­ 
tory mixture containing the valuable 
mineral salts essential to the young, 
growing child. 
Skis may be given as 
a puree, or finely chopped, seasoned 
with butter or In a chicken or mutton 
broth as a vegetable soup. 
To remember that the mineral salts 
are soluble in water is a most vital 
thing, as many cooks throw away the 
water in which vegetables are cooked, 
losing the very elements that make 
vegetable food valuable. 
A little dare 
and thought should be given to the 
cooking of young, 
tender, 
succulent 
vegetables, allowing them to cook in 
just water enough to keep them from 
burning, and that water should then 
be added to the seasonings in the form 
of a sauce. 
If that method is not de­ 
sired, Hie liquid may he saved and 
put into the soup pot, thus saving all 
the mineral elements. 
The cooking of vegetables in a large 
amount of water and throwing it way 
is a most reprehensible waste, and 
one that should be most soundly con­ 
demned. 
One of the mffst Important 
beginnings In teaching children to eat 
and like all kinds of vegetables is 
that the parents should always par­ 
take of them. 
Children as a rule can­ 
not be forced into eating things that 
are objectionable, and they have a 
right to object if the head of the fam ­ 
ily does not eat them, for he Is the 
pattern and example which all chil­ 
dren love to follow. 
If daddy eats 
carrots and spinach It is comparative­ 
ly easy to overcome any prejudice on 
the part of the children if they are 
taught early enough. 
The early greens that come first in 
the spriug are rich in iron and should 
be eateu frequently. 
Spinach should 
be cooked In as little water as possi­ 
ble. not to waste any of the precious 
minerals.

FRYING IS MADE WHOLESOME 


Excess of Fats Can Be Avoided lf 
Time Allowed for Cooking and 
Temperature Are Regulated. 


Fats form an important part of diet, 
tocause they furnish much of the en­ 
ergy required by the body. Fried food 
is by the nature of its preparation 
rich la fats and It must not be allowed 
to become too rich by absorbing too 
much grease, for such an excess of fat 
not only lowers the quality of the 
food, but gives rise to digestive dis­ 
turbances. 
Many people never eat 
fried food of any sort, because they 
are convinced that it is unwholesome 
and will surely give them indigestion. 
Sad experience has confirmed them in 
this belief, but they were unfortunate 
in their cooks. Fried food need not be 
unwholesome. 
It is all a matter of 
the proper temperature of the fat and 
the length of time the food is allowed 
to cook. 
Scientists have discovered that there 
is a certain temperature at which food 
absorbs the smallest quantity of fat. 
This is about 3.">0 degrees Fahrenheit 
for lard, 360 degrees Fahrenheit for 
beef drippings and abouF 390 degrees 
Fahrenheit for vegetable fats, cotton­ 
seed, peanut oil. etc. 
Experiments 
have shown that if these temperatures 
were lowered 20 degrees for animal 
fats and 40 degrees for vegetable, tile 
amount of fat absorbed was increased 
one-fourth. 
A thermometer which will register 
as high as 420 degrees Fahrenheit is 
useful for measuring Hie temperature 
in deep frying. 
In pan-frying, or what the French 
call sauteing, where the food is sim­ 
ply 
cooked 
in 
a 
layer 
of 
fat, 
there is less danger of the food soak­ 
ing the fat, hut much more of its burn­ 
ing- 
The housewife who knows her busi­ 
ness does not present the butcher with 
all tile fat that conies off tile roast 
or a steak when lie trims it for the 
table. This is always weighed in with 
the meat, and as she is obliged to 
pay for it at the same rate as the 
meat, she is entitled to it. 
She should 
always order the trimmings sent home 
with the meat.

scholarships. 
Five delegates will be 
selected from each county until the 
five hundred boys are secured. Schol­ 
arships to these delegates will 
be 
awarded on a competitive basis and 
shall be given to those making the 
best record in club work in their re­ 
spective counties in 1917. 
The con­ 
test in each county shall be under the 
direction of the County Agricultural 
Agent or County Club leader 
The supervisor of the county con­ 
tests shall furnish the superintendent 
of the encampment, IL H. William-' 
son, College Station, positive informa­ 
tion as to their county being repre- , 
sen ted at the encampment at 
the j 
earliest possible d a t e a n d positively J 
not later than September lo.

All boys receiving scholarships must 
be of good moral character and will­ 
ing to co-operate in every way to make 
the encampment a 
success. 
Strict 
discipline will be enforced and any 
boy not conforming to the rules and 
regulations of the encampment will 
be asked to return to his home at 
once. 
Comfortable quarters, good whole­ 
some mekls, cots, mattresses, pillows 
and towels will be furnished free by 
the State Fair of Texas, but each toy 
should bring the following articles: ! 
Blankets, sheets and 
pillow 
slips, 
brush, comb and other toilet articles, 
necessary clothing to last a week and 
sufficient money for personal 
inci­ 
dental expenses. 
Boys who will enter the encamp­ 
ment should plan their trip to reach 
Dallas Monday, October 15. A special 
committee will meet all boys at the 
Union Station and take them to Fair 
Park, where they will register and be 
duly enrolled in the encampment. 
For the purpose of seeing the Fair, 
studying the exhibits in a systematic 
aqd intelligent manner and receiving 
practical instruction, the boys will be I 
divided into small groups each day in | 
charge of a competent instructor fur- ; 
rushed bv the Agricultural and Me­ 
chanical College. 
Special 
opportune I 
ty will be given them to make a care- j 
ful study of live stock, agriculture, I 
horticulture, 
dairying, 
m achinery,; 
good roads, etc., all of which will be 
of greatest educational value to the 
boys. 
Special hours will be devoted each 
day to athletics and wholesome recra- 
tion, as well as to allow the boys to 
attend various 
entertainments

ranged especially for their benefit. 
The encampment will end Saturday 
afternoon, October 20, so that the 
boys may leave for home Saturday 
night. 
Arrangements for the girls’ encamp­ 
ment, October 22-27, are practically 
identical with arrangements for the 
boys’ encampment.

A Neglected Shellfish. 


The common sea mussel exists in al­ 
most 
inexhaustible 
numbers 
along 
much of the Atlantic seaboard. An ar­ 
ticle in a recent issue of the American 
Museum journal trills attention to the 
fact that the sea mussel is a source of 
miieh nutritious food, for its flesh is 
the most valuable in nutritive ele­ 
ments of any of the shellfish, and In 
palatability and digestibility is second 
to none. The mussel occurs in masses, 
literally hundreds to the square yard, 
adhering to rocks, to sand and to one 
another. 
The ability of the sea mus­ 
sel to exist in such crowded masses de­ 
pends upon its power of movement, its 
means of anchoring itself firmly, and 
the wonderful efficiency with which it 
can collect food, of which it finds an 
unlimited supply in the form of minute 
particles of decaying vegetable matter 
and in the group of microscopic organ­ 
isms known as diatoms. Although the 
mussel has a host of enemies, it has 
also unlimited powers of reproduction, 
for each female lays from 30,000,000 
to 15,000,000 eggs a year. 
Probably 
the competition for food between the 
members of the community, itself re­ 
sults in a greater mortality than ail 
its enemies cause, for enormous num­ 
bers of mussels are smothered every 
day by their offspring, which, in the 
struggle for existence, bury their par­ 
ents beneath them. The United States 
bureau of fisheries has issued a bul­ 
letin that describes the food value of 
sea mussels, and tells how to cook 
them.—Touth’s Companion.

Stone Forecasts Weather. 


There is said to be a kind of stone 
in Finland which, like a barometer, 
forecasts the weather. This stone, ac­ 
cording to report, turns black or black­ 
ish gray when rain or bad weather is 
approaching, yet becomes covered with 
small white spots at the approach of 
clear weather. 
Many attribute the 
changes to the stone’s fossil mixed 
with clay and containing rock salt, 
nitre or ammonia, which, in proportion 
to the amount of water vapor which 
the air contains, attracts~the dampness 
or gives its own off. When it attracts 
it becomes black; when it gives off 
moisture and the salt gets dry the 
stone becomes white, indicating that 
the air contains little moisture.
